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Mor As MOCHE AS by the common lawes of this re- 


alme dyuers of the kynges ſubiectes, beinge ſeiſed ol ma⸗ 
ners landes tenementes and hereditamentes, as toynte te- 


tamentes foz their partes 02 poꝛtions topntly oz in common vndeuidedlp to 
gether with other, and none of them by the lawe dothe 02 may knowe theyz 
leuerall partes oz poztions in the ſame, oz that that is his o2 theirs by it ſelfe 
vndeuided: # can not by the lawes of this realme otherwiſe occupy oz take 
the pꝛofites of the ſame, oʒ make any ſeuerance diuiſion oz partition therof, 
without other of their mutuall aſſentes and conſentes : by reſon wherof di⸗ 
uers and many of them, being ſo ioyntly and vndeuidedly ſeiſed of the ſaid 
maners landes tenementes and hereditamentes, oktentymes of their per- 
uers couetous and malicious myndes and wylles, apenſt all right, tuſtyce, 
equitie and good cõſcience, by ſtrength aud power, haue not only cutte and 
fallen downe all the woddes and trees growynge vppon the ſame, but alſo 
haue ertirped ſubuerted, pulled downe,and deſtroyed al the houſes edifict- 
ons and buyldynges medowes-paſtures commons, and the holle commo⸗ 
dities of the ſame, and haue taken and conuerted theym to their owne vles 
and behofes,to the open wzonge and diſheriſon,and ayenſt the mpndes and 
wylles of other, holdynge the lame maners landes tenementes and heredy⸗ 
tamentes toyntly o2 in common with them; and they haue ben always with 
out aſſured remedy fo2 the ſame.Be it therfoze enacted by the king ourmoſt 
dꝛadde ſouerapne loꝛde, and by thaſſent of his loꝛdes ſpitituall and tempo⸗ 
rall, and by the cõmons in this pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled, that al ioynt⸗ 
tenauntes, and tenauntes in common that no we be, oz hereafter ſhall be, ot᷑ 
anp eſtate oʒ eſtates of inheritaunce in their owne rightes, 02 in the right of 
their wpues of any maners landes tenementes oz heredytamentes within 
this realme of Englande, wales, oꝛ the marches of the ſame,ſhal and may 
be coacted and compellyd, by vertue of this pꝛeſent acte to make particion 
betwene them ok all ſuche maners landes tenementes and hereditamentes 
as they nowe holde, oz hereafter ſhal holde as ioynt tenantes oz tenantes in 

cõmon, by waitte De perticipatione faciende, in that caſe to be deuyſed in the king 
our ſouerayne lozdes courte of Chancerp, in lyke maner and fourme as co- 
perceners by the common lawes of this realme, haue ben and ar compella⸗ 
ble to do, and the ſame waitte to be purſued at the common late. 

¶ Pꝛouided alway and be it enacted, that euery of the ſuyde ioynt tenan- 

tes 02 tenauntes in common, and their heires, afterſuche partition made, 
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hall and may haue ayde of the other, oz ok their heires, to the entent to des 
ratgne the warrantie paramount, and to tecouet foz the rate, as is vled be⸗ 
twene coperceners after partition made by the ozder of the common lawe, 


auythynge in this acte contepned to the contrary not withſtandynge.

nE RE As DIVERS and many ok thelozdes,knyghtes, 
k © £27474 eſquiers, gentylmen, and other the kynges lubtectes with= 
in this his realime, at their gtratte coſtes and charges haue 

cauſed to be made within their ſeyeral groundis many pons 
des ſtewes and motes, and ſtozed them with dyuers kyndes 
ol fplhes, as pikes bꝛeames Carpes tenches and other fyl⸗ 
es, wherof they haue thought to haue had great commoditte, as well foz 
the pleaſute of their frendes, as fo: theit owne commoditie and p2ofite to⸗ 
wardes the neceſſary fyndynge of their houſes, dyuers and manpe lyghte 
and vnteaſonable perſons of this realme, being of no good rule noz hone⸗ 
ſtie, lyttell oz nothynge regardyng god the feare of thepz ſoueraygne lozde 
the kynges htghnes,no: his lawes, haue not only fyſhed the layde pondes 
ſtewes and motes, as well by nyghte as by daye, with nettes hookes and 
baytes of dyuers ſoztes, but alſo with great uomber of myſruled perſones, 
haueentred into ſuche groundes, and there, with great violence haue bzo- 
ken bp the heedes of the ſayd pondes, ſtewes, and motes, and deſtroyed and 
taken the fyſſhe of the ſame pondes ſtewes and mootes, to the greate dyl⸗ 
pleaſures and loſſes of the owuers of the ſayde pondes ſtewes and motes, 
and contrary to all good reaſon ryght and conſcience.

the euentyde, vnto the howze of ſpre in the moznynge, ayenſte the wylles
